Explanation Wanted 
Before the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention’s windup session. 
Coldwater declared: 
“ I would 
remind you that extremism in 
the defense of liberty is no vice. 
And let me remind you also that 
moderation in the pursuit of jus­ 
tice is no virtue.” 
The remark brought a swift, 
sharp retort from an old cam­ 
paign foe. New York Gov. Nel­

caller to congratulate Coldwa­

Wednesday night — termed

“ dangerous, 
irresponsible 
and 
frightening.”

infection is not indicated 
The little dog was caught in 
a trap and it mptx^d the boy 
when being liberated, he said. 
The animal is under observa­ 
tion and appears friendly and 
nnot rabid. 
Dr. 
Vader 
said 
that 
there 
have been three positive diag­ 
noses of rabies in cattle and 
one in a skunk in the Stephen­ 
son area, 
but 
none recently. 
“ The 
situation 
looks 
fairly 
good,” he said of control ef­ 
forts. “ but we are watching it 
closely.” 
Dr. Mary L. Cretans, director 
of the Delta Menominee Health 
Department, urged that persons

Dr. Mary L. Cretens, direc­ 
tor of the 
department, said 
that its sanitarians’ check on 
well water in the Rock area 
where most of the cases were 
reported, still showed undesir­ 
ably high 
count 
of coliform 
bacteria. 
The 
area is 
on 
fractured 
limestones which make seepage 
transmission of infections easy 
There have been 20 cases of 
infectious hepatitis, a viral liv­ 
er disease, in Delta County in 
the past few months, starting 
with an epidemic of 11 cases in 
the Rock area. 
Most common 
means 
of 
spreading the disease is from 
feces by failure to wash the 
: bands, and by effluents from 
septic 
t a n k s 
seeping 
into 
ground w ater supplies. 
The Health Department re ­ 
ported the general quality of 
w ater in the Rock area as poor 
and has suggested community 
action to provide a central w a­ 
ter supply subject to sanitation 
controls. There 
are
